This application claims priority to Application No. 258,285, filed June 10, 1994, now 
U.S. Patent No. 5,708,833 (the "'833 Patent"). Claims 1-5 are supported by the embodiments 
described in the '833 Patent as explained in the following table:

Claims 6-15 are supported in the same manner as claims 1-5 in the embodiments 
described in the '833 Patent. 

Claims 2-5, 7, 9, 11 and 13 have been amended to cure informalities. 

Responding to the claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. f 103, the rejection of claims 1, 2, 4- 
8 and 10-15 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Barzegar et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,559,501, "Barzegar") in view of Rasmussen (U.S. Patent No. 5,373,149) is respectfully 
traversed. Barzegar has a filing date of Aug. 12, 1994, which is later than the filing date of the 
application resulting in the '833 Patent for which priority is claimed in this application. As a 
result, Barzegar is not prior art with respect to the pending claims. As a result, the applicants 
respectfully request that the rejection be withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 3 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Barzegar .et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,559,501, "Barzegar") in view of Rasmussen (U.S. Patent No. 
5,373,149) and further in view of Erkocevic (U.S. Patent No. 5,420,599) is respectfully 
traversed. As explained above, Barzegar is not prior art with respect to the pending claims. As a 
result, the applicants respectfully request that the rejection be withdrawn. 
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In summary, pending claims 1-15 each is allowable, and such action is respectfully
